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The  Theological  Seminary 

1 lie  seminary  now  looks  back  on  a history  extending  through  a period  of 
74  years.  This  year  is  of  special  significance  inasmuch  as  it  will  bring  to  us  the 
dedication  and  opening  of  the  new  Seminary  Building.  We  look  forward  to 
the  dedication  exercises  which  will  take  place  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
seminary  year,  next  October.  The  new  structure  stands  on  the  south  end  of 
the  campus,  its  attractive  front  greeting  the  eye  of  the  visitor  traveling  along 
Delhi  Street,  is  indeed  a splendid  addition  to  the  noble  group  of  buildings  that 
had  been  erected  in  the  past.  We  believe  that  the  seminary  in  its  new  home 
will  enter  upon  an  enlarged  sphere  of  usefulness  and  will  yet  perform  im- 
portant service  for  Christ  and  the  church. 

The  new  building  had  its  genesis  in  a suggestion  expressed  about  ten 
years  ago  in  a meeeting  of  the  German  Synod  of  the  West.  The  need  of  a 
separate  building  had  beeen  felt  for  some  time.  During  the  war  the  idea 
found  its  realization  in  a strenuous  campaign  for  funds  to  erect  a building  as 
well  as  to  establish  a seminary  endowment.  This  campaign  resulted  in  the 
gathering  of  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $171,000.  For  some  years  condi- 
tions were  such  that  the  erection  of  the  building  could  not  be  undertaken,  lnu 
when  Dr.  Wettstone  assumed  the  presidency  in  January,  1924,  he  gave  much 
thought  to  the  building  project.  He  secured  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Synod  of  the  West,  and  was  himself  instrumental  in  raising  about  $35,000  for 
the  enterprise.  Thus  the  erection  of  the  building  was  undertaken  in  the  spirit 
of  faith  and  prayer;  it  will  bear  the  name  of  the  founder  of  the  school.  Rev. 
Adrian  Van  Vliet,  and  will  be  known  as  Van  Vliet  Hall. 

The  building  is  three  stories  high,  containing  one  ground  floor  and  two 
upper  doors.  The  class  rooms  are  located  on  the  ground  door,  six  in  number, 
and  the  faculty  conference  room  is  there.  The  second  door  contains  the  Wil- 
iiam  E.  Guy  Memorial  Chapel,  beautifully  furnished  by  Mr.  William  E.  Guy 
of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  On  the  same  door  will  be  located  the  library,  to  be  known 
as  the  Ferdinand  Urbach  Memorial  Library,  which  will  be  completely  furnished 
by  Mrs.  Martha  Urbach  in  memory  of  her  late  husband.  Theere  is  also  a social 
room  and  an  office  for  the  dean.  There  are  comfortable  rooms  provided  for 
thirty  students,  located  on  the  two  upper  floors.  Every  part  of  the  building  is 
bre-proof,  the  doors  being  built  of  re-inforced  concrete,  in  apperance  as  well 
as  equipment. 

As  to  the  student  body  of  the  seminary,  its  cosmopolitan  character  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  the  following  nationalities  are  represented:  American. 

German,  Swiss,  Armenian,  Welsh,  Holland. 
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The  Graduate  School 
of  Theology 

The  Graduate  School  of  Theology  will  conduct  its 
fifth  session  the  coming  summer.  From  year  to  year  the 
school  has  enlarged  its  influence  and  increased  its  effi- 
ciency. It  furnishes  an  opportunity  to  progressive  min- 
isters to  prepare  themselves  for  better  service  in  the  King- 
dom by  devoting  six  weeks  in  the  summer  to  serious  study. 
Inasmuch  as  academic  degrees  stand  for  certain  scholarly 
attainments,  the  school  aims  primarily  to  serve  such  men 
and  women  who  desire  to  attain  such  degrees.  But  it  is 
also  open  to  persons  who  do  not  aspire  to  academic  hon- 
ors, but  wish  to  pursue  some  line  of  study  for  general  im- 
provement or  to  prepare  themselves  for  some  special  work. 

The  Graduate  School  from  the  beginning  of  its  his- 
tory was  fortunate  in  the  personnel  of  its  teachers.  Some 
of  the  teachers  have  been  with  the  school  since  its  first 
session  five  years  ago.  The  most  cordial  relations  have 
always  existed  between  teachers  and  students. 

This  summer  two  new  professors  will  be  added  to 
the  staff.  Prof.  Dr.  S.  C.  Nettinga  of  the  Western  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Holland,  Mich.,  will  take  the  place  of 
Prof.  Dr.  Daniel  Grieder,  as  professor  of  Church  His- 
tory. Dr.  Grieder  being  in  Europe  on  leave  of  absence.  The 
Chair  of  Religious  Education  will  be  occupied  by  Prof.  Dr. 
G.  Walter  Fiske  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Oberlin  Col- 
lege. 

The  Graduate  School  stands  for  sound  and  thorough 
scholarship,  a constructive  type  of  theology,  and  culti- 
vates a spirit  of  true  Christian  fellowship.  Professors 
and  students  represent  a variety  of  denominations,  diverse 
theological  attitudes,  serving  no  party,  but  the  Kingdom 
of  our  Lord  and  Master  Jesus  Christ. 
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Van  Vliet  Hall 

For  a number  of  years  it  has  been  the  desire  of  the 
Theological  Department  to  have  a building  that  would  he 
used  for  seminary  purposes  alone.  Dr.  Steffens,  while 
President  of  the  University,  worked  toward  that  end  for  a 
number  of  years.  When  Dr.  Wettstone  became  President 
in  1924  he  took  up  the  task.  At  a meeting  of  the  Synod 
of  the  West  last  fall  it  was  at  last  definitely  decided  to  pro- 
ceed at  once  on  the  construction  of  a theological  building. 
It  had  long  been  decided  to  name  the  building  Van  Vliet 
Hall  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Adrian  Van  Vliet  who.  in 
1852,  as  pastor  of  the  First  Prebyterian  Church  of  Du- 
buque. founded  the  school  now  known  as  the  University 
of  Dubuque. 

Work  was  started  as  soon  as  it  was  possible  and 
rushed  forward  with  all  possible  speed.  The  ceremonies 
of  breaking  ground  for  the  building  were  held  on  October 
1,  1925.  On  Tuesday,  December  15,  1925,  services  were 
held  in  the  University  Chapel  in  honor  of  the  laying  of 
the  keystone  of  Van  Vliet  Hall.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
services  inside,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  front  of  Van 
Vliet  Hall  where  the  keystone  was  laid. 

Van  Vliet  Hall  will  conform  with  the  McCormick 
Gymnasium  and  Peters  Commons  in  style  of  architecture, 
and  will  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  buildings  on  the 
campus.  An  interesting  part  of  the  building  will  be  the 
two  tall  towers  at  both  ends  of  the  main  hall,  which  will 
provide  the  means  of  communication  between  the  various 
floors  of  the  building.  The  interior  of  the  building  will 
be  modern  throughout.  On  the  ground  floor  will  be  class 
100ms  and  facilities  for  the  conduction  of  the  School  of 
Religion.  On  the  first  floor  will  be  the  private  office  of 
the  Dean  of  the  Seminary,  the  Prof.  Ferdinand  Urbach 
Memorial  Library,  the  Win.  E.  Guy  Chapel  anti  con- 
sultation rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  located  a num- 
ber of  dormitory  rooms.  The  erection  of  Van  Vliet  Hall 
will  mark  a new  period  of  growth  and  usefulness  for  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  University  of  Dubuque. 
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One  of  the  additions  to  the  religious  section  of  the 
University  this  year  was  the  introduction  of  a School  of 
Religious  Education.  By  introducing  such  a school,  the 
University  has  met  a real  need  of  the  churches  in  Dubuque. 
That  the  need  was  recognized  is  evident  in  the  response. 
Approximately  one  hundred  students  attended  the  sessions 
of  both  semesters. 

The  course  is  a three-year  course,  offered  with  two 
semesters  per  year,  twelve  sessions  for  each  semester.  The 
completion  of  any  one  course  will  give  the  student  one 
credit  toward  a diploma  which  will  be  awarded  at  the  end 
of  the  three-year  course,  to  those  students  who  have  earned 
ten  or  more  such  credits.”  The  classes  meet  once  a week. 
There  are  no  particular  qualifications  necessary  except  an 
earnest  desire  for  religious  education.  All  who  were  de- 
sirous to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  offered 
through  these  courses  to  further  their  efficiency  as  Chris- 
tian workers,  widen  their  grasp  of  Scriptural  truth,  and 
strengthen  their  religious  life  by  an  enrichment  of  things 
pertaining  to  the  faith,  sought  to  attend  these  classes. 

The  teaching  staff  was  chosen  with  reference  to  the 
aim  sought  in  this  school.  With  such  a staff  and  students 
with  a common  interest,  success  was  inevitable.  That  the 
school  was  deemed  profitable  was  evident  by  the  expres- 
sions of  those  who  attended,  stating  their  expectations  of 
again  joining  this  school  when  the  course  is  continued  in 
the  fall  of  1926.  Innovations  of  this  kind  are  progressive 
and  very  much  in  keeping  with  the  trend  of  the  University 
of  Dubuque. 
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University  Summer  Session 

In  June,  1925.  the  University  of  Dubuque  welcomed  the  students  who 
had  decided  to  atttend  its  fourth  annual  summer  session.  During  previous 
years  the  Summer  Session  had  been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  George  H. 
Mount  and  Dr.  Raymond  A.  French,  but  this  year  Dr.  French  proved  himself 
an  able  executive  for  the  Summer  Session  was  successful  in  many  ways. 

The  enrollment  was  very  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  summer 
although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  city  students.  Approximately 
half  of  the  enrollment  was  from  the  city.  This  fact  leads  us  to  believe  that 
Dubuquers  are  realizing  more  fully  as  time  goes  on,  the  advantages  and  op- 
portunities the  local  University  offers  to  young  people. 

The  teaching  staff  was  composed  of  Dr.  Raymond  A.  French,  who  had 
charge  of  the  Biological  subjects;  Mr.  Dale  I).  Welch,  also  of  our  University, 
in  charge  of  the  English  and  Ffistorv  departments;  Miss  Wright  of  Iowa 
City  was  the  competent  instructor  of  Education.  Mrs.  Minnie  E.  French  had 
charge  of  the  Music  courses  and  Psychology.  The  Normal  Training  subjects 
were  well  taken  care  of  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1925  of  the 
University  of  Dubuque,  being  representd  by  Clarnce  Roberts  teaching  the  sub- 
jects in  Constitution  and  Government  ; Grace  Malin  the  Home  Economics  work 
and  Mr.  Peter  Drohomeresky  assisting  Dr.  French  in  the  biological  laboratory. 

The  social  life  of  the  Summer  Session  was  decidedly  enjoyable  and  all 
entered  in  with  zest.  Eagle  Point  Park  was  the  scene  of  two  very  delightful 
picnics,  one  being  held  on  July  28th  and  another  toward  the  close  of  the  term, 
on  August  14th.  All  agree  that  it  is  an  added  pleasure  to  combine  a bit  of 
recreation  among  the  beauties  near  Dubuque  with  studious  work  of  the  term. 

The  Summer  Session  closed  during  August  and  was  considered  profitable, 
pleasureable  and  successful  on  the  part  of  all  interested  and  the  Session  of  1926 
promises  it  to  be  even  better  than  the  last. 
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The  present  class  of  high  school  Seniors  entered  the 
high  school  when  it  was  from  two  to  three  times  as  large 
as  it  is  at  present.  However,  even  though  the  academy 
has  decreased  in  size,  it  has  still  maintained  its  high  aca- 
demic standing. 

Of  the  original  members  of  the  high  school  Freshman 
class,  who  entered  the  high  school  four  years  ago,  only 
two  of  the  members.  Lloyd  Doerflinger  and  Armando  del 
Barrio,  have  completed  their  school  work  here.  Some  of 
the  former  members  of  the  class  were  unable  to  complete 
their  work,  while  others  transferred  their  credits  to  schools 
that  were  closer  to  their  homes.  Last  year  the  class  was 
increased  in  number  to  the  enrollment  of  Frederick  Rabe 
and  Hans  Knothe.  Although  their  courses  this  year  con- 
sist largely  of  college  subjects  they  will  receive  their 
diplomas  with  the  class  at  the  University  commencement 
exercises  in  June.

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The  University  High  School 

For  many  years  the  secondary  department  of  the  University  was  the  most  important  part 
of  the  institution.  Educational  opportunities  throughout  the  world  not  being  what  they  are 
now  many  young  men  came  here  to  get  the  rudiments  of  an  American  education — as  well  as 
to  prepare  for  different  kinds  of  service.  Teaching  and  preaching  were  open  to  young  men  of 
mediocre  training.  Besides,  there  were  many  communities  in  which  both  teaching  and  preach- 
ing in  foreign  languages  were  deemed  both  desirable  and  necessary.  Now,  however,  the  status, 
both  relative  and  absolute,  of  the  University  High  School  is  different.  With  the  exception  of  a 
little  individual  work  in  English  preparatory  work  has  become  extinct;  the  rudiments  of  an 
education  being  obtainable  nearer  students’  homes. 

No  less  significant  is  the  influence  of  rising  standards.  The  complexity  of  the  present  age 
demands  that  he  who  aspires  to  a position  of  service  must  be  trained  for  his  work.  In  fulfill- 
ment of  their  mission  in  training  young  men  and  women  institutions  of  learnig  have  been  stan- 
dardized. Not  only  have  entrance  and  graduation  requirements  become  more  rigid,  but  all 
phases  of  work  have  been  made  subject  to  evaluation  in  terms  of  general  standards.  Now, 
how  has  standardization  affected  the  University  High  School?  In  the  first  place,  it  has  made 
it  possible  for  it  to  become  a fully  accredited  high  school ; having  the  same  rank  and  privileges 
of  all  the  standard  high  schools  in  twenty  States — -extending  from  West  Virginia  to  Arizona. 
In  the  second  place,  since  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  is  also  accredited,  transfer  from  the  High 
School  to  the  College  has  become  more  difficult.  In  the  third  place,  the  High  School  must 
jealously  guard  its  own  standards. 

In  the  light  of  the  foregoing  discussion  it  is  evident  that  the  University  High  School  has 
gained  in  quality  though  it  has  lost  in  quantity.  That  its  enrollment,  at  any  one  time,  will  ever 
again  exceed  thirty  is  not  likely.  As  long  as  it  continues  to  function  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
University,  however,  it  will  not  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  its  quality — and  its  status  as  a fully 
accredited  high  school.  While  its  curriculum  is  short  in  vocational  subjects  its  equipment  and 
instruction  in  other  lines  are  superior  to  most  public  high  schools.  In  this  connection  extracts

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Athletics 

The  past  year  has  added  an  unique  chapter  to  the  history  of  athletics  at 
Dubuque,  in  that  it  has  seen  the  experiment  made  on  a large  scale,  of  an  all 
around  intra-mural  program.  The  departure  in  athletic  policy  inaugurated  by 
Dr.  Wettstone  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  attracted  nation  wide 
interest.  Many  letters  have  reached  his  desk  during  the  year,  inquiring  how 
the  change  was  working,  and  it  is  apparent  that  many  other  institutions  have 
been  closely  watching  the  experiment  in  Dubuque.  This  wider  interest  lends 
an  important  significance  to  the  story  of  the  past  year.  How  have  intramural 
athletics  worked  out  on  our  campus  ? 

First,  it  has  not  injured  our  enrollment,  as  many  prophesied  it  would. 
We  were  warned  that  any  school  which  withdrew  from  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics would  inevitably  suffer  a heavy  shrinkage  in  its  enrollment.  We  have  not 
found  this  true  at  Dubuque. 

Secondly,  our  school  spirit  has  not  suffered.  We  have  gained  a new 
spirit  of  contentment  and  harmony  throughout  the  student  body,  due  to  the  fact 
that  no  privileged  group  of  athletes  has  received  special  considerations.  While 
the  resentment  against  the  favoritism  of  the  recognized  athletes  under  the  old 
system  never  grew  very  vocal,  it  was  none  the  less  there,  and  was  a constant 
source  of  friction  and  discontent  among  the  students  outside  the  favored  group. 
That  resentment  exists  no  more,  since  no  student  on  the  campus  during  the 
past  year  has  received  any  considerations  whatever  because  of  this  athletic 
ability.  This  definite  accession  of  goodwill  has  cemented  the  bond  uniting  the 
student  body  as  a whole. 

Thirdly,  we  have  had  a truly  great  year  in  athletics.  We  have  had  well 
over  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  entire  student  body  participating  in  athletics. 
Other  sections  of  this  volume  will  bear  convincing  testimony  to  the  fact  that 
“Dubuque”  has  this  year  had  its  finest  year  in  its  athletic  history.  Last  year 
we  could  scarcely  muster  a track  team.  This  year  we  have  had  more  men  out 
for  track  work  than  have  turned  out  for  years  past.  This  is  merely  one  illus- 
tration of  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  student  body  has  flung  itself  into  the 
big  program  of  sports  mapped  out  by  the  tireless  director  of  the  department. 

Fourthly,  we  have  had  far  more  interest  on  the  sidelines  during  the  great 
struggles  between  the  various  group  of  fellow  students  than  frequently  at- 
tended the  inter-collegiate  games.  Instead  of  the  rooting  of  the  spectators  we 
have  had  spontaneous  cheering  from  the  sidelines,  which  has  demonstrated  the 
presence  of  an  enthusiasm  that  was  real  and  vigorous,  needing  no  artificial 
stimulus  to  keep  it  at  white  heat.  These  results  are  patent  to  any  one  who 
cares  to  canvass  the  situation.  We  look  back  with  genuine  pleasure  to  the  past 
year's  work  in  athletics,  and  look  forward  to  next  year's  program  with  keen 
expectation  of  achieving  even  greater  results  in  every  branch  of  sports. 
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Spring  Tennis 

Men’s  Singles 

Spring  tennis  tournaments  have  always  been  held  at  the  University.  Last  spring  there 
was  an  unusual  amount  of  enthusiasm  because  of  the  great  number  of  excellent  players  that 
entered  from  our  athletic  group  of  men.  Kaupp,  Baker,  Wilson,  Malin,  Choy,  and  Wieland 
were  all  determined  to  win  the  cup,  and  they  were  indeed  very  able  contestants. 

Baker’s  victory  over  Choy  in  the  first  round  was  one  of  our  best  matches  of  the  series. 
Several  other  matches,  equally  as  good  came  in  the  first  few  rounds  in  which  many  of  our  best 
players  were  eliminated.  When  our  tournament  had  reached  the  semi-final  round,  Kaupp, 
Baker,  Chakerian-  and  Wieland  remained  in  the  contest.  Kaupp  and  Baker  were  successful  in 
getting  into  the  final  round  by  their  victories  over  Chakerian  and  Wieland  respectively.  In 
the  final  match  Kaupp  won  over  Baker  6-4;  6-1  ; 5-7;  6-2. 

Kaupp  received  for  his  honors  a four-inch  loving  cup,  which  is  his  third  prize  of  this 
kind  for  him.  Baker  received  a medal  for  second  place. 

Men’s  Doubles 

Fourteen  pairs  entered  the  Men’s  Doubles  Contest  which  was  held  at  the  same  time  as 
the  Men’s  Singles.  Kaupp  and  Malin  were  picked  by  most  everyone  as  the  strongest  pair,  but 
they  did  not  slide  through  the  tournament  without  friction.  Baker  and  Wilson,  Choy  and 
Chang,  and  Lester  and  Baumann  gave  them  competition  to  think  about  all  the  way  through. 
They  were  never  sure  of  their  victory  until  they  had  secured  the  last  poin  over  Choy  and 
Chang  in  the  final  round.

In  the  spring  of  1925  Coach  C.  T.  Peterson  called  his  baseball  men  to- 
gether to  begin  to  work  a winning  combination  into  shape.  Early  practices 
were  held  in  the  Gym  before  the  weather  permitted  outside  playing.  Prospects 
were  bright  for  a fast  aggressive  team  from  the  very  beginning.  About  twenty- 
five  candidates  turned  out  for  practice,  of  which  sever  were  veterans  and  sev- 
eral freshmen  looked  very  promising.  A strong  schedule  of  eight  games  was 
arranged  with  some  of  the  fastest  competition  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
After  a few  weeks  of  practice  Peterson's  men  began  one  of  the  hardest  seasons 
that  was  ever  faced  by  the  U.  D.  men. 

On  April  18,  the  Blue  and  White  team  met  with  the  fast  Coe  nine  at  the 
Municipal  Athletic  Field.  This  was  the  first  performance  of  the  year  but  both 
teams  displayed  a good  brand  of  baseball.  Dubuque  scored  first  and  held  a 
small  lead  throughout  the  game.  It  was  only  the  superb  pitching  of  McAleece 
and  the  air-tight  infielding  that  enabled  the  Dubuquers  to  win.  In  the  final 
inning  Coe  had  two  men  on  bases  and  it  looked  as  though  they  were  going  to 
score;  but  McAleece  pitched  out  of  the  hole,  enabling  Dubuque  to  win  3-2. 
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In  the  latter  part  of  the  week  Peterson  took  his  team  to  Platteville  where 
another  feather  wras  added  to  our  hat  by  defeating  the  Normal  School  7-5. 

I'he  team  showed  improvement  in  hitting,  over  the  week  before,  and  a few 
changes  in  the  line-up  showed  an  improvement  in  the  fielding.  Both  McAleece 
and  Graves  were  used  on  the  mound. 

The  next  game  was  with  the  Dubuque  Ironmen  on  May  2.  The  Uni- 
versity team  put  up  a hard  scrap  but  the  M.  V.  League  sluggers  forced  them 
to  their  first  defeat  of  the  season  by  a score  of  8-3. 

Inspired  by  the  good  start  that  our  team  had  had,  they  drove  to  Cedar 
Palls  on  May  6 with  high  hopes  of  beating  the  State  Teachers’  College.  But 
our  team  was  forced  to  bow  again  to  the  strong  I.  S.  T.  C.  aggregation  by  a 
6-2  score. 

On  May  9,  our  boys  staged  a grand  come-back  by  downing  the  fast  Cor- 
nell team  6-3.  The  game  was  featured  by  the  excellent  working  of  Graves  who 
was  able  to  hold  them  down  to  four  hits. 

The  following  week  our  boys  drove  to  Mt.  Vernon  with  the  hopes  of  de- 
feating Cornell  again.  Graves  pitched  another  wonderful  game,  but  the 
Dubuquers  lost  4-3. 

Next  came  the  second  contest  with  Coe  on  May  22.  The  local  team  made 
several  errors  and  was  unable  to  hit  the  Coe  pitchers.  Both  McAleece  and 
Magnusson  were  used  in  trying  to  hold  down  the  Coe  sluggers  hut  they  seemed 
invincible.  The  Dubuquers  were  defeated  again  17-3. 

On  May  26,  our  boys  took  the  field  for  the  last  game  of  the  season  which 
was  played  with  Platteville  Normal  on  the  home  field.  McAleece  pitched  an- 
other magnificent  game  but  the  visitors  went  home  with  the  victory  of  3-2. 

The  season  of  1925  was  one  which  was  very  interesting  and  one  which 
showed  loyal  school  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  students.  Most  of  the  finances 
came  from  the  student  body.  Although  only  three  f the  eight  games  were 
won-  the  Blue  and  White  teams  always  put  up  a good  game  and  fought  hard 
for  the  honor  of  their  school. 
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Intramural  Indoor  Baseball 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  everyone  was  anxious  to  see  how  the 
new  intramural  system  of  athletics  was  going  to  ‘take”  with  the  students  of  the 
University.  The  first  contest  held  was  the  Indoor  Baseball  League,  which  was 
carried  out  very  enthusiastically  with  competition  between  five  teams.  The 
Seniors,  Juniors,  Sophomores,  Freshmen,  and  High  School  all  entered,  mak- 
ing the  procedure  of  the  League  very  interesting.  Three  games  were  played 
every  week  on  Kane  Heights  which  were  very  loyally  supported  by  all  of  the 
classes  and  by  the  student  body  in  general.  Two  Round  Robin  series  of  games 
were  arranged  making  a total  of  eight  games  for  each  team. 

The  season  opened  on  September  21,  with  a fast  game  between  the  Seniors 
and  Juniors  who  finally  proved  to  have  the  two  strongest  teams  of  the  League. 
The  game  was  featured  by  the  pitching  of  Manus  and  Baumann,  whose  speed 
and  “hooks”  held  down  the  number  of  hits  of  both  teams.  The  Juniors,  final- 
ly, gloried  in  the  first  victory  of  the  season  by  defeating  the  Seniors  12-1 1. 

As  the  season  progressed  many  hotly  contested  games  were  held.  The 
Sophomores,  Freshmen,  and  High  School  were  continually  battling  for  higher 
positions  in  the  class  standing.  However,  with  one  exception,  these  teams  were 
always  forced  to  bow  to  the  two  upper  classes.  Finally?  when  the  series  ended, 
the  Sophomores  and  High  School  had  to  be  content  with  a tied  position  for 
third  place,  each  losing  five  gamse  and  winning  three. 

After  the  first  round  had  been  played  off,  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  met 
again  for  another  battle  which  was  decisive  for  the  League  championship.  The 
Juniors  still  had  1000  per  cent,  and  the  Seniors  had  only  lost  one  game.  Both 
teams,  realizing  the  significance  of  either  victory  or  defeat,  were  out  with  all 
of  their  forces  to  win.  The  game  was  another  pitchers'  duel  between  Manus 
and  Baumann,  which  seemed  to  be  the  common  features  of  both  teams  through- 
out the  season.  At  the  end  of  the  sixth  inning,  with  the  score  tied,  the  game 
had  to  be  called  off  on  account  of  darkness.  The  next  afternoon  the  two  teams 
fought  out  the  remaining  three  innings  which  resulted  in  a twenty-nineteen 
victory  for  the  Seniors.  The  two  upper  classes  were  then  tied  for  first  place 
in  the  class  standing,  each  losing  one  game.  However,  the  following  week  the 
Juniors  lost  to  the  Sophomores  which  enabled  them  to  win  the  Indoor  League. 
Baumann  and  Magnusson,  two  former  Varsity  baseball  p'ayers,  made  a strong 
battery,  which  enabled  the  Seniors  to  win  most  of  their  games.  They  always 
played  a fast,  clean  game  and  showed  good  sportsmanship  toward  their  op- 
ponents.

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Volley  Ball 

In  former  years  the  student  body  had  given  very  little  time  or  interest  to 
the  game  of  volley  ball.  Nevertheless,  this  year  we  planned  to  have  a volley 
ball  series  of  games  in  our  intramural  contests.  Interest  for  the  sport  was 
shown  from  the  very  beginning.  Five  teams  entered:  the  Seniors.  Juniors, 

Sophomores,  Freshmen,  and  High  School.  A series  of  twenty  games  was 
planned,  which  consisted  of  a double  Round  Robin  order  totalling  eight  games 
for  each  team.  This  schedule  was  played  off  at  the  same  time  as  the  Indoor 
Baseball  League;  two  classes  playing  baseball  while  two  others  played  volley 
ball.  This  arrangement  took  in  the  majority  of  the  students  who  were  anxious 
to  participate  in  the  games,  and  who  were  able  to  exhibit  skill  in  either  one  of 
the  two  sports. 

The  most  enthusiasm  in  the  games  was  shown  in  the  first  round,  which 
was  played  on  the  outdoor  court.  Then  the  cold  weather  and  the  constructors 
of  Van  Vliet  Hall  drove  us  indoors.  Also  by  this  time  the  contest  seemed  to  be 
very  one-sided ; the  Seniors  having  such  a strong  team  that  they  seemed  almost 
invincible  and  did  not  experience  a single  defeat  throughout  the  season.  With 
the  Seniors  maintaining  the  lead  in  the  class  standings,  it  remained  for  the  other 
four  teams  to  fight  it  out  for  the  next  high  honors.  The  Sophomores  finally 
claimed  second  place,  bowing  to  none  but  the  Seniors,  and  the  other  three 
classes  all  tied  for  third  place. 

The  success  of  the  Senior  team  was  not  entirely  due  to  the  individual  abil- 
ity of  its  members,  but  was  largely  due  to  their  smooth  teamwork  and  pep, 
which  made  them  victors  many  times  when  their  chances  looked  small.  Often 
their  ability  to  command  and  control  themselves  enabled  them  to  outwit  their 
opponents,  and  to  make  points  which  ordinarily  would  seem  to  be  lost.  They 
deserve  credit  from  us  all  for  developing  such  a clever  team  in  our  new  sport. 

On  Thursday,  November  5,  the  season  closed,  at  which  time  the  officials 
of  the  games  chose  from  the  five  classes  an  all-star  team.  On  this  team  were 
four  Seniors:  H.  Baumann-  E.  Magnusson,  J.  Fejes;  D.  Choy,  a Freshman,

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Our  first  cross  country  run  at  the  University  was  held  on  November  26. 
This  event  was  a new  one  and  aroused  much  interest  among-  tire  students.  A 
course  was  planned  which  led  from  the  front  of  the  Administration  Building' 
out  on  Delhi  Street  and  up  the  Asbury  Road,  making  a two  and  one-half  mile 
course  from  start  to  finish. 

The  contest  was  planned  for  class  competition,  which  required  that  three 
men  from  each  class  must  finish  in  order  to  qualify.  Each  runner’s  place  at  the 
finish  designated  the  number  of  points  that  he  scored  for  his  team  which  made 
the  team  with  the  lowest  score  the  winner. 

Seventeen  of  the  most  able  runners  entered,  being  selected  from  the  four 
college  classes  and  the  High  School  Department.  The  group  toed  the  mark 
and  started  off  as  if  it  were  anybody’s  race.  They  remained  quite  evenly 
bunched  all  of  the  way  out  to  the  mile  and  one-quarter  mark  when  some  of 
them  failed  to  stand  the  “gaff''  and!  began  to  string  out  considerably  on  the 
home  stretch.  At  this  Simon  Trojar  sprang  into  the  lead  with  John  Beran 
and  John  Micklich  at  his  heels.  It  was  easy  thereafter  to  see  that  the  first 
honors  would  be  won  by  one  of  these  three  men.  They  ran  almost  neck-to- 
neck  for  a mile,  when  Beran  proved  to  have  the  strongest  finish  and  broke  the 
tape  with  about  a thirty-yard  lead.  He  covered  the  two  and  one-half  miles 
in  fifteen  minutes,  one  and  four-fifths  seconds.  Micklich  and  Trojar  took 
second  and  third  places  respectively.  These  three  winners  were  awarded  gold, 
silver,  and  bronze  medals.

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“A”  League  Basketball 

Basketball  was  the  sport  that  was  looked  forward  to  as  the  most  interesting  contest  of  the 
whole  athletic  program.  There  was  so  much  interest,  in  fact,  that  Prof.  Peterson  found  it 
necessary  to  organize  two  leagues  to  satisfy  the  entire  group  of  students  that  wished  to  par- 
ticipate. The  “A”  League  was  composed  of  the  seven  best  players  from  each  of  the  four 
classes  of  the  college  department.  Many  of  the  members  of  these  teams  had  had  a great  deal 
of  previous  experience  in  basketball,  being  former  Varsity  and  Freshmen  team  players.  Two 
afternoons  a week  were  reserved  for  these  games,  at  which  time  many  of  the  students  came 
out  to  see  their  classes  play. 

The  league,  as  a whole,  was  very  interesting  to  watch  from  beginning  to  end.  It  was  a 
very  close  contest,  neither  class  being  sure  of  the  first  honors  until  the  last  game  was  ended. 
Several  decisive  games  were  held  which  were  supported  very  enthusiastically  and  which  deter- 
mined who  was  to  take  the  lead  in  the  class  standings. 

The  season  opened  November  30,  when  a double-header  was  held  ; the  Seniors  playing  the 
Juniors,  and  the  Sophomores  playing  the  Freshmen.  Both  games  were  very  close  and  fast,  and 
the  Juniors  and  Freshmen  took  the  lead  in  the  class  standings.  Then  began  the  “battle  royal" 
between  all  of  the  classes  for  higher  standing  on  the  chart.  The  head  position,  finally,  seemed 
to  be  a contest  between  the  two  upper  classes,  whose  players  had  had  the  most  previous  ex- 
perience. The  Juniors,  at  first,  seemed  to  have  the  advantage  over  the  Seniors  and  maintained 
a percentage  of  1.000  for  two  rounds,  winning  six  games  straight.  However,  on  January  11, 
the  Seniors  gave  them  their  first  taste  of  defeat  by  trimming  them  to  the  tune  of  21-1 1.  The 
following  week  the  Juniors  had  to  forfeit  to  the  Sophomores,  and  the  Freshmen  took  down 
another  notch  which  gave  them  a total  of  three  defeats.  February  1,  found  the  Seniors  and 
Juniors  tied  for  first  place  and  the  Freshmen  were  one  game  ahead  of  the  Sophomores. 

Then  the  “rub”  was  played  off.  The  Seniors  were  out  with  their  usual  strong  line-up; 
Baumann,  Wieland,  Lilian,  Dawson,  and  Magnusson.  The  Juniors  were  out  with  an  equally 
strong  team  composed  of  C.  Janssen.  Stratmeyer,  McAleece,  Jones  and  Tab  Jansen.  The 
Juniors  were  picked  to  take  the  game  quite  easily,  but  the  dope  was  upset  in  a very  spectacular 
and  accidental  way.  The  Juniors  were  leading  by  the  small  margin  of  one  point  with  about 
ten  seconds  left  to  play  when  “luck"  put  in  its  hand  and  made  the  Seniors  victors.  Dawson, 
who  played  guard  for  the  Seniors,  and  who  had  not  made  a single  basket  all  season,  threw  a 
long  basket  from  past  the  center  of  the  floor  which  gave  the  Seniors  the  game,  the  lead  in  the 
class  standings,  and  eventually  the  League  championship.  The  same  day  the  Sophomores  de- 
feated the  Freshmen  which  made  them  tied  for  third  position. 

By  February  22,  when  the  League  was  supposed  to  end,  it  had  worked  itself  up  to  a very 
interesting  climax.  The  Juniors  had  just  beaten  the  Seniors  26-14,  which  made  them  tied 
again  for  first  place,  and  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  were  tied  again  for  third.  So  a post- 
season night  was  held  and  the  two  “rubs"  were  played  off.  Tbe  Sophs  took  the  first  game 
from  the  Freshies  18-8,  and  the  Seniors  defeated  the  Juniors  18-15,  making  them  champions. 

The  Senior  name  went  up  a sclass  champions  for  the  third  time,  winning  Indoor  Baseball. 
Volley  Ball  and  Basketball.  They  deserve  our  special  credit  for  winning  the  “A”  League  and 
for  playing  such  a marvelous  brand  of  basketball  when  it  was  demanded  of  them.

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League  Basketball 

It  was  very  evident  at  the  beginning  of  the  basketball  season,  that  something  should  be 
done  to  accommodate  all  of  the  students  who  wished  to  participate.  Knowing  that  one  team 
from  each  class  would  take  in  only  a small  portion  of  the  willing  students,  Prof.  Peterson  de- 
cided to  install  a “B”  League  which  would  meet  the  demand.  The  seven  best  players  were 
picked  from  each  class  and  classed  as  “A”  League  men ; the  remaining  material  was  used  for 
“B”  League  teams.  All  of  the  lower  classes,  including  the  High  School  Department,  were  very 
anxious  to  enter  teams  in  this  contest,  because  the  Seniors  failed  to  put  out  enough  men  for  two 
teams,  and  thus  they  all  felt  confident  of  winning. 

The  Juniors,  Sophomores,  Freshmen,  and  High  School  entered  teams,  and  a twenty-four 
game  schedule  was  drawn  up.  Not  many  games  were  played  until  we  were  very  positive  who 
the  champions  would  he.  The  High  School  developed  such  a strong  offense  that  it  seemed  as 
though  no  team  in  the  league  would  be  able  to  make  them  taste  of  defeat  throughout  the  entire 
season.  Captain  Ludwick,  Del  Bario,  and  Tomijan  could  work  the  floor  with  such  skill  that 
they  seemed  to  be  able  to  score  almost  at  will.  Their  record  was  perfect  with  the  exception  of 
one  game  which  they  lost  to  the  Sophomores.  16-12.  There  were  no  decisive  games,  however, 
which  would  decide  the  championship,  since  the  High  School  lost  but  one  game  out  of  the 
twelve  that  were  scheduled. 

As  the  High  School  seemed  to  have  no  competition  for  first  place,  so  the  Sophomores 
seemed  to  find  no  friction  in  sliding  into  second.  Captain  Nordman  led  his  team  in  great 
style,  starring  in  nearly  every  game  he  played.  The  main  strength  of  his  team  could  he  seen 
very  plainly  in  his  shooting  and  the  defensive  work  of  Tomasula,  Micklich,  Barta,  and  Siem- 
sen.  Only  once  did  they  how  to  any  except  the  strong  High  School  team. 

The  Freshmen  and  Juniors  seemed  to  he  a pretty  close  tie  for  third,  or  last,  since  they  both 
seemed  to  be  unable  to  win  many  games.  Finally  the  TTeshies  succeeded  in  having  a total  of 
four  victories,  against  one  lone  victory  for  the  Juniors,  and  thus  they  took  third  position-  and 
the  Juniors  were  fourth. 

The  interest  shown  by  the  student  body  in  this  League  illustrates  to  us  all  the  value  of 
our  present  Intramural  system  of  athletics.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  system  over  half  of  the 
willing  students  would  have  been  deprived  of  all  competitive  sport  throughout  the  winter 
months.  For  the  wonderful  success  of  our  present  program,  much  credit  is  due  to  the  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education,  who  has  planned  each  contest  so  that  everyone  can 
participate.

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Wrestling 

Wrestling  was  a sport  in  which  we  were  all  looking  for  a great  deal  of  action  and  enthhsiasni.  All 
fall  and  winter  the  boys  had  been  working  out  on  the  mat,  and  competition  had  become  very  strong  by 
the  time  the  tournament  began. 

Late  in  the  winter,  when  the  time  came  for  the  real  tests,  forty-one  of  our  most  able  athletes  weighed 
in  for  classification.  The  bouts  were  planned  thus:  Two  out  of  three  falls  or  two  out  of  three  five  minute 
rounds.  Three  students  judged  each  bout,  who  passed  their  judgment  on  the  winner  if  there  was  no  fall 
in  the  five  minutes.  The  men  were  classed  in  one  of  the  following  weights:  bantamweight,  featherweight, 
lightweight,  welterweight,  middleweight,  and  light-heavyweight.  All  of  the  preliminary  maches  were  held 
in  the  trophy  room  and  all  eliminations  were  made  up  to  the  final  round. 

The  finals  of  each  division  were  all  held  on  one  evening.  The  mat  was  moved  out  on  the  gym  floor 
and  a large  crowd  came  to  see  the  boys  fight  it  out  for  first  honors.  Dalzell,  former  champion  of  two 
weights,  in  the  army,  acted  as  referee. 

In  the  bantamweight  “Chuck”  Miller  and  M.  Kuhn  were  in  the  final  round.  Chuck  showed  superior 
skill  and  aggressiveness,  and  won  over  Kuhn  in  a 2-0  decision.  He  is  our  smallest  athlete  but  has  proved 
that  he  is  great  in  some  respects. 

Hunsinger  and  Tomasula  met  on  this  night  as  contestants  for  the  featherweight  championship.  They 
had  three  long,  hotly  fought  battles  which  were  so  close  that  the  referee  had  a hard  time  to  decide  the 
victor.  Finally  after  the  third  round  Tomasula  had  a small  margin  lead,  based  primarily  on  his  aggressive- 
ness, and  the  decision  went  to  him. 

In  the  lightweight  we  had  three  very  fast  rounds  between  Jacobson  and  Wieland.  Wieland  took  the 
first  fall  in  a minute  and  forty  seconds.  Jacobson  came  back  and  took  the  second  in  thirty  seconds,  and 
also  the  third  in  two  minutes  and  fifteen  seconds.  There  were  fourteen  men  entered  in  this  section,  which 
made  Jacobson  and  Wieland  battle  many  times  to  get  to  the  top  of  the  list. 

Seven  men  had  entered  the  welterweight  class,  from  which  Beran  and  Hahn  got  into  the  final  round. 
Beran  won  over  Hahn  in  a 2-0  decision. 

Our  best  match  on  this  evening  was  in  the  middleweight  class  between  Baumann  and  Barta.  It  was 
fast  and  interesting  and  both  men  showed  that  they  had  had  real  training  on  the  mat.  Baumann  won  the 
first  two  falls  from  Barta  on  clever  holds. 

In  the  light-heavvweight  division  Thaden  and  Ludwick  met  for  the  last  word  of  the  great  argument. 
Thaden  had  reached  the  final  round  merely  through  the  enormous  strength  that  he  possesses  and  we  were 
now  wondering  if  the  skill  of  Ludwick  was  going  to  pull  him  through.  But  Thaden  won  the  decision,  2-0. 

Gold  medals  were  awarded  to  the  winners  of  each  weight. 


Boxing 

All  of  our  virile,  red-blooded  athletes  were  anxiously  waiting  for  our  boxing  tournament  to  begin. 
Twenty-five  men  weighed  in  and  began  getting  into  shape  for  the  fast  bouts  that  they  would  have  to  face 
if  they  were  to  be  one  of  the  few  distinguished  contestants  who  were  going  to  win  prizes. 

The  men  were  weighed  and  placed  in  one  of  the  following  divisions:  featherweight,  lightweight,  wel- 

terweight, middleweight,  light-heavyweight,  and  heavyweight.  Three  one-minute  rounds  were  held  in 
each  bout,  which  were  judged  by  three  judges.  The  judging  was  done  on  the  basis  of  twenty  points, 
fourteen  of  which  were  given  for  offensive  and  defensive  tactics,  four  for  generalship,  and  two  for  ag- 
gressiveness. 

Only  three  entries  were  made  in  the  featherweight  division  (125  pounds);  Martinez,  Tomasula,  and 
Hunsinger,  of  which  the  latter  two  got  into  the  final  round.  Tomasula,  who  showed  the  most  skill  and 
generalship,  took  two  out  of  the  three  rounds  on  the  judge’s  decisions. 

In  the  lightweight  division  (135  pounds)  there  were  seven  entries,  from  which  Jacoby  and  Choy  were 
immediately  picked  as  the  possible  winner.  They  met  in  the  final  round  and  Jacoby  got  the  decision  of  the 
judges  in  a three-round  battle.  His  victory  was  mostly  due  to  his  fast  offensive  attacks  and  keen  gen- 
eralship. 

The  middleweight  class  (160  pounds)  put  out  some  of  our  fastest  bouts  of  the  season.  In  the  first 
round  O’Brien  and  Barrio  battled  out  three  rounds  which  we  will  long  remember.  O’Brien  proved  to  be 
superior  in  the  first  round  but  was  unable  to  stand  the  "gaff.”  Barrio  won  then  on  endurance  and  through 
the  rest  of  the  tournament  undefeated.  Barta  was  his  most  furious  opponent  thereafter,  whom  he  met  in 
the  final  round  and  defeated  2-1. 

Four  men  entered  in  the  light-heavyweight  division  (175  pounds)  which  J.  Thaden  took  easily.  In 
the  final  round  Thaden  won  over  Hoffman  in  a 2-0  decision. 

Only  two  entered  in  the  heavyweight  class  (over  175  pounds),  Wheeler  and  Wubbena,  our  two  “big 
boys”  fought  it  out  between  them  in  one  single  contest.  Wubbena  won  by  decision. 

Gold  medals  were  awarded  to  the  winners  of  each  division. 
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Tennis 


When  Coach  Peterson  worked  out  our  athletic  system  last  fall,  he  planned  to  have  three  tournaments 
of  men’s  singles,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  determine  a school  champion.  The  first  tournament  was  to  he 
played  on  the  new  outdoor  court,  the  second  in  the  Gym,  and  if  necessary  to  play  a third  it  was  to  he 
outside  again.  One  man  had  to  win  two  out  of  the  three  tournaments  in  order  to  claim  the  championship 
and  to  get  the  eight  inch  cup  which  was  given  for  such  honors. 

In  the  first  tournament  thirty-two  men  entered  and  it  was  very  hard  for  anyone  to  pick  a possible 
winner.  Some  men  had  been  playing  all  summer  on  outdoor  courts;  others  were  good  indoors  hut  failed 
to  show  up  outside.  However,  after  a few  rounds  everyone  was  sure  that  Choy  would  he  the  champion 
for  he  was  defeating  the  best  of  them  easily.  When  the  matches  had  reached  the  semi-final  round,  Choy, 
Wieland,  Chang,  and  T.  Jansen  were  still  in  the  contest.  By  this  time  the  weather  had  gotten  so  cold 
that  we  were  forced  to  finish  the  last  two  rounds  inside.  Choy  and  Wieland  defeated  Chang  and  Jansen 
respectively,  and  thus  met  for  the  final  battle.  Choy  was  successful  in  taking  the  first  three  sets  from 
Wieland,  making  him  champion  on  the  outdoor  court. 

Late  in  the  winter  the  second  tournament  was  held  in  the  Gymnasium.  Thirty-six  entered  this  time 
and  we  were  all  anxious  to  see  who  would  he  the  indoor  champion.  Choy,  Wieland,  Nordman,  Barta, 
Chakerian,  and  Baker,  were  all  very  able  contestants  for  the  first  honors.  Baker  had  reached  the  final 
round  in  the  spring  tournament  last  year  and  we  were  expecting  him  to  go  through  undefeated  this  time. 
Wieland,  Nordman,  Barta,  and  Chakerian  had  been  playing  almost  every  day  to  make  their  strokes  perfect. 
Thus  we  all  looked  for  many  fast  matches  before  the  winner  would  be  determined.  Choy  was  still  confi- 
dent, however,  that  he  could  uphold  his  title  of  school  champion,  and  went  out  against  the  best  of  them 
and  proved  his  superiority  to  them  all. 

A few  of  our  best  matches  were  played  in  the  first  few  rounds.  In  the  first  round  Nordman  and  Barta 
met  in  an  evenly  matched  contest.  Both  men  had  excellent  strokes  and  returns  came  back  hot  through- 
out the  match.  Nordman  finally  took  the  match  with  two  sets  out  of  three.  In  the  second  round  Cha- 
kerian “upset  the  bucket"  by  defeating  Wieland  in  a 2-1  match. 

In  the  final  round  Choy  met  Nordman  and  after  three  fast  sets  were  played  Choy  was  declared  the 
undisputed  champion  of  the  school.  The  third  tournament  did  not  need  to  be  held  since  Choy  had  already 
won  two  straight.  The  eight  inch  cup  was  presented  to  Choy,  and  Wieland  and  Nordman  received  medals 
for  second  place. 


Men’s  Double 


While  the  men’s  singles  tournament  was  being  played  off,  we  also  had  a men’s  doubles  tournament 
which  was  quite  interesting.  Sixteen  pairs  entered  and  some  real  fast  matches  were  promised,  since  most 
of  our  best  players  were  matched  together.  The  Chang-Barta,  Janssen-Jansen,  Baumann-Baker  and  Choy- 
Wieland  pairs  were  successful  in  getting  through  the  first  two  rounds  and  thus  into  the  semi-finals.  Choy 
and  Wieland  won  the  final  match  from  Barta  and  Chang,  which  gave  us  all  a real  tennis  treat.  They  were 
awarded  gold  medals  for  first  honor  prizes. 


Ladies’  Singles 

Our  ladies’  tournament  was  unusually  good  this  season.  Many  of  our  co-eds  had  played  tennis  for 
several  years,  making  rivalry  and  competition  very  strong.  The  champion  was  to  be  determined  by  the 
winner  of  one  tournament  only.  This  tournament  was  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  men’s  doubles,  at 
which  time  the  girls  felt  that  they  had  all  gotten  into  practice  properly,  and  they  all  had  the  tennis  fever. 

Twenty-five  co-eds  entered  the  contest  with  the  hopes  of  either  winning  the  cup  or  the  medal  which 
were  given  for  first  and  second  place  respectively.  Parker,  Hauritz,  Williams,  Fisher,  and  R.  Simpson 
were  all  picked  as  the  possible  winners  of  the  cup,  and  we  all  waited  for  the  final  round  to  come  and  de- 
cide. In  the  second  round  we  had  our  best  match  between  Ruby  Simpson  and  Myrtle  Brunkow,  which 
Myrtle  Brunkow  finally  won,  after  losing  the  first  set  7-5.  Brunkow  went  through  to  the  final  round 
easily,  where  she  met  another  good  opponent,  Florence  Parker,  whom  she  defeated  and  became  champion. 
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Indoor  Track  Meet 

After  the  basketball  season  was  ended,  Coach  Peterson  issued  a call  to  all  those  interested 
in  indoor  track  and  field  work.  March  30th  was  set  for  the  meet  which  gave  everyone  about 
three  weeks  to  train  and  get  into  shape.  The  rivalry  between  the  classes  was  keen  because  of 
the  unknown  qualities  of  those  who  were  to  take  part.  The  captains  of  the  different  classes 
got  their  men  out  to  train  as  much  as  they  could;  Coach  Peterson  gave  his  time  in  coaching 
the  men  during  the  Physical  Training  classes. 

The  track  events  on  the  program  were : twenty-yard  dash,  one-hundred  yard  dash,  four- 
forty  yard  dash,  one  mile  run,  four-forty  yard  walk,  and  two  lap  relay.  The  field  events  con- 
sisted of  the  standing  high  jump,  running  high  jump,  standing  broad  jump,  and  the  hop,- 
step-and-jump. 

The  Junior  team  won  the  meet,  which  was  entirely  due  to  their  track  ability.  They  took 
first  place  in  five  out  of  the  six  events,  failing  to  place  only  in  the  quarter  mile  walk.  Every 
member  of  their  six  man  team  received  a blue  ribbon.  Their  main  stars  were  McAleece, 
Jones,  Beran,  and  Graves,  who  showed  special  ability  in  the  dashes  and  distance  runs.  The 
relay  team  won  over  the  Seniors  by  the  small  margin  of  one  second  which  would  not  have  be 
en  true  had  not  a Senior  runner  fallen  on  the  curve.  The  victory  of  the  Juniors  was  entirely 
due  to  their  faithful  training  and  physical  stamina  which  was  evident  to  everyone. 

The  three  high  point  men  were  Mattheis  (Freshman ) , Weiland  (Senior),  and  Jones 
(Junior),  who  made  14,  13 J4,  and  1 1)4  points  respectively.  Numerals  were  awarded  to 
seven  contestants  w7ho  were  successful  in  making  six  points.  Also  blue,  red,  and  white  rib- 
bons were  given  for  first,  second,  and  third  places  respectively  for  each  event.

Free  Throw  Contest 

One  of  our  most  interesting  minor  contests  of  individual  competition  was  the  free-throw 
contest  which  was  held  during  the  basketball  season.  Nearly  every  man,  who  felt  himself 
capable  of  making  a fairly  good  mark,  entered,  perhaps  for  fun  as  much  as  for  the  possibility 
of  winning. 

Each  contestant  had  to  make  one  hundred  attempts  for  the  goal,  from  which  his  successful 
throws  were  taken.  When  all  had  finished  throwing,  there  was  a tie  for  first  place  between 
Jacobson  and  Baumann,  who  had  made  seventy-one  apiece.  Fifty  more  attempts  were  to  be 
made  by  each  of  them  to  determine  who  was  winner.  Baumann  threw  first  and  made  forty- 
five  successful  attempts  out  of  fifty,  which  was  indeed  an  excellent  mark.  Jacobson,  knowing 
that  he  was  defeated,  refused  to  throw.  Baumann  is  therefore,  the  undisputed  champion,  and 
was  awarded  a loving  cup  for  his  prize. 
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Gymnastic  Meet 

A gymnastic  meet  had  never  been  held  at  the  University  before,  ft  was  an  event  that 
caused  much  interest  among  the  students  and  a good  crowd  came  out  to  witness  the  contest. 
The  Seniors,  Juniors,  Sopohomores,  Freshmen,  and  Higli  School  all  entered  teams.  The 
meet  was  arranged  so  that  nearly  everyone  could  enter  in  either  one  event  or  another.  There 
were  five  events:  the  rope  climb,  the  standing  broad  jump,  chinning,  hop, -step-ancl- jump,  and 
the  obstacle  relay,  all  of  which  involved  a whole  team  instead  of  individuals.  Eight  men  of 
each  class  were  entered  in  each  event.  The  scores  of  all  eight  were  added  and  recorded  as  the 
score  of  that  team.  First,  second,  third,  and  fourth  places  were  awarded  to  classes  in  each 
event,  which  scored  five,  three,  two,  and  one  points  respectively  towards  winning  the  meet. 

'Phe  contest  seemed  to  lie  a battle  between  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  who  broke 
even  in  points  in  the  first  four  events,  ddie  deciding  event  was,  then,  the  obstacle  relay,  in 
which  the  Freshmen  took  first  place  and  made  themselves  victors  of  the  meet. 

Another  interesting  phase  of  the  meet  was  the  individual  records  that  were  scored.  In 
the  rope  climb,  Kruse  ( Sophomore)  made  the  excellent  record  of  9 2/5  seconds.  Fejes,  a 
Senior,  made  the  record  in  chinning  by  scoring  17  legal  tries.  Mattheis,  a Freshman,  made 
8 ft.  6V2  inches  for  first  place  in  the  standing  broad  jump.  The  record  in  the  hop,-step-and- 
jump  was  made  by  Kejr,  a member  of  the  High  School  department  who  covered  the  distance 
of  2 4 feet  2 inches.

Two  courts  were  immediately  put  in  and  after  a few  weeks  of  practice  a tournament 
was  held.  Forty-one  men  entered,  many  of  them  being  real  “sharks”  at  the  game.  The 
matches  were  all  very  interesting  to  watch,  the  main  players  being  Baumann,  Kilian,  Blair, 
and  Kleih,  who  all  went  to  the  semi-finals. 

In  the  final  round  Baumann  and  Kilian  met  to  decide  the  champion.  Kilian  won  the  first 
two  games  by  close  scores,  and  was  leading  in  the  third  game  20-18.  On  the  next  pitch  he  put 
one  shoe  against  the  stake  and  it  looked  as  though  he  would  he  the  champion.  But  Baumann, 
after  throwing  his  first  shoe  wild,  put  on  a ringer  and  won  the  third  game  21-20.  Then  he 
buckled  down  and  won  the  next  two  from  Kilian,  also  by  close  scores.  This  made  Baumann 
the  horseshoe  champion  of  the  school  and  for  his  victory  he  was  awarded  a set  of  red  and  black 
standard  horseshoes.

After  more  than  a year  of  effort,  the  Public  Speaking  Department  and  the  people  interested  in  debate 
were  rewarded  in  May,  1925,  by  being  granted  the  Iowa  Lambda  Chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta.  This  is  a 
national  honorary  forensic  fraternity.  A chapter  is  granted  only  to  such  schools  as  are  accredited  by  the 
best  accrediting  agencies  in  their  territory,  to  such  schools  as  have  a good  financial  standing,  and  to  such 
schools  as  have  established  and  maintained  a good  forensic  program  for  a reasonable  period  of  time. 

The  Dubuque  Chapter  was  installed  by  Professor  W.  C,  Dennis  of  Simpson  College  on  May  24,  1925, 
with  sixteen  charter  members.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  first  to  promote  high  standard  forensic 
activities  in  each  college  that  has  a chapter  and  between  the  various  colleges  of  the  organizations,  and 
second  to  give  suitable  recognition  of  an  honorary  nature  to  those  who  take  part  in  forensic  activities. 

Annual  conventions  are  held  every  two  years  at  which  contests  in  debate,  oratory,  and  extempora- 
neous speaking  are  held.  During  the  alternating  years  Provincial  Conventions  are  held.  The  Dubuque 
Chapter  is  a member  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  Province  which  includes  Coe  College  and  Upper  Iowa 
University  in  Iowa,  and  St.  Olaf,  Gustavus  Adolphus,  Macalester,  St.  Thomas,  and  Hamline  in  Minne- 
sota. It  is  expected  that,  beginning  in  1927,  Provincial  Conventions  will  be  held  every  two  years. 

There  is  a lively  interest  in  the  organization  and  its  membership  will  be  increased  considerably  by 
the  end  of  the  present  school  year.

The  Facultette  was  organized  years  ago  by  the  wife  of  our  President 
Emeritus,  and  the  name  was  suggested  by  the  wife  of  our  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts.  From  its  very  beginning  the  organization  has  been  a “bee 
hive”  of  activity,  answering  cheerfully  every  call  for  help  from  the  President, 
the  faculty  members,  the  Matron,  and  the  students. 

Among  the  many  services  rendered  by  the  Facultette  during  the  past  year, 
we  wish  to  mention  the  reception  to  the  girls  of  the  University,  a tea  served  to 
the  missionary  societies  of  the  three  local  Presbyterian  churches,  a Christmas 
party  arranged  for  the  students  who  spent  the  holidays  with  the  University 
family  on  the  campus,  occasional  entertainment  of  the  faculty,  repeated  assist- 
ance given  the  Matron  in  the  preparation  for  special  social  functions  and  din- 
ners, and  the  mending  of  blankets  for  the  school  dormitories. 

The  regular  meeteings  are  held  the  second  Thursday  of  every  month  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  in  Severance  parlors. 
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The  Faculty  Club 

One  of  the  youngest  organizations  of  the  University  is  the  Faculty  Club ; 
which  had  its  inception  in  a suggestion  of  Professor  Henunes  in  a faculty 
meeting  early  in  1925.  At  a called  meeting  Professor  Henunes  was  elected 
president.  Meetings  were  held  in  March  and  April ; Professor  Lundquist 
speaking  at  the  first  meeting  and  Dean  Barlow  at  the  second.  In  May  a picnic 
was  held  at  Eagle  Point  Park,  at  which  nearly  all  members  of  both  faculty 
and  facultette  were  present.  Years  and  responsibilities  were  forgotten;  and 
just  as  the  setting  sun  was  tinting  the  Father  of  Waters  with  gold  all  lined 
up  for  a gastronomic  marathon.  And,  mirabile  visit,  the  result  was  a draw ! 

The  first  meeting  of  the  year  1925-1926  was  called  by  Professor  French, 
the  hold-over  vice-president.  At  this  meeeting  the  following  officers  were 
elected  ; Professor  Mull,  president ; Professors  French  and  Lagerpusch  to  serve 
as  an  advisory  committee.  Professor  French  also  to  serve  as  vice  president; 
Professor  Berger,  secretary-treasurer  and  Mr.  Knight,  club  reporter.  A 
standing  committee  on  refreshments  was  also  appointed  by  the  president,  to 
arrange  with  an  auxiliary  committee  for  each  meeting,  the  latter  committee 
to  serve  light  refreshments.  Those  appointed  were  Professor  and  Mrs.  French 
and  Mrs.  Knight.  The  programs  for  the  current  year  have  been  as  follows : 
December,  Professor  Gray,  “The  American  College  and  Some  of  Its  Prob- 
lems” ; January,  Professor  Zuker,  “Chemical  Warfare”;  February,  Professor 
Grieder,  “Nitzsche's  Philosophy  and  Its  Relation  to  Religion";  March,  Pro- 
fessor Kracher,  “The  European  Situation” ; April,  Miss  Zehetner,  “A  Musical 
Trip  Around  the  World.”  The  meetings  have  all  been  well  attended  and  the 
addresses  awakened  lively  discussions.  The  club  is  indebted  to  Professor 
Logan  and  students  in  the  department  of  music  for  many  fine  musical  selec- 
tions during  the  year.  Another  picnic  is  being  planned  for  May  22d.  With 
Professor  French  as  commissary  general,  the  only  orders  are  “Let  your  stom- 
ach be  your  judge,”  and  “Win  or  bust.” 
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The  Department  of  Music 

The  Department  of  Music  has  shown  a marked  growth 
over  the  two  preceding  years  of  its  existence.  This  growth 
was  largely  due  to  the  capable  leadership  of  Professor  Noel  J. 
Logan,  professor  of  music  and  head  of  the  department.  The 
courses  of  music  offered  show  a vast  increase  both  in  the  qual- 
ity and  quantity  of  the  courses  offered  heretofore.  The  growth 
was  also  very  evident  in  the  number  of  students  enrolled,  which 
included  both  students  of  the  University  and  students  from  the 
city,  as  never  equalled  in  previous  years. 

The  Glee  Clubs  were  Wry  creditable  advertisements  for 
the  school.  Their  public  appearances  before  audiences  in  the 
various  churches  and  organizations  showed  intensive  training 
and  capable  instruction.  Besides  the  Glee  Clubs,  Men’s  and 
Women’s  Quartets  were  organized  which  proved  to  be  very 
popular  both  on  the  campus  and  in  the  surrounding  commun- 
ity. This  was  shown  by  the  large  number  of  engagements  that 
they  were  called  upon  to  fill.  The  Choral  Society  was  made  up 
of  students  at  the  University  and  singers  from  the  various 
church  choirs.  Two  cantatas  were  presented  during  the  year. 

The  assistants  in  the  department  consisted  of  Mrs.  R.  A. 
French,  Mr.  Arthur  Zehetner,  and  Miss  Martha  Zehetner. 
Mrs.  French  acted  as  instructor  of  Flarmony,  History  of  Music, 
and  Music  Appreciation.  Mr.  Zehetner  had  charge  of  the  vio- 
lin students.  Miss  Zehetner  had  charge  of  the  piano  and  organ 
students.  The  accompanists  in  the  department  during  the  past 
year  were:  Miss  Wilma  Nickles,  Miss  Esther  Lawrence,  and 
Miss  Alice  Driggs.  Mr.  Edward  Schap  was  the  chapel  organ- 
ist. With  this  musical  staff,  it  is  but  natural  that  the  year  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  musical  years  in  the  history  of  the 
University. 
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The  University  Choral  Society 


The  University  Choral  Society  was  formed  early  in  October,  1925.  The  first  meeting 
was  held  in  Peters  Commons,  only  a few  people  responding.  The  next  week  a few  more 
people  became  interested  until  the  Society  grew  to  over  one  hundred  members,  comprised  of 
University  students  and  singers  of  the  city. 

File  “Christ  Child,”  a beautiful  cantata,  was  given  before  Christmas  in  Peters  Common. 
The  large  chorus  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Logan  was  greeted  by  a packed  house. 
Members  of  the  Dubuque  Civic  Symphony  Orchestra  accompanied  the  chorus. 

Early  in  January,  1926,  Mr.  Logan  again  called  a meeting  of  the  Choral  Society,  and  due 
to  the  success  of  the  previous  semester  many  of  Dubuque's  best  singers  were  welcomed  into 
the  Society.  Work  was  immediately  begun  on  “The  Rose  Maiden”  by  Cowan. 

It  was  decided  that  since  the  Christmas  Concert  had  been  such  a great  success,  a venture 
to  bring  outside  artists  as  soloists  might  be  undertaken.  Louis  Kreidler,  baritone,  one  of 
America’s  most  distinguished  opera  stars  as  well  as  an  acknowledged  master  of  the  concert 
stage  was  engaged  as  one  of  the  soloists.  Wylie  Stewart,  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  the 
younger  American  singers,  was  engaged  as  the  tenor  soloist.  Madame  Andrew  Sherriff, 
whose  voice  is  noted  for  its  wide  range  and  pure  clear  volume  was  engaged  as  the  soprano 
soloist.  The  contralto,  Fannie  Schnitger  Martin,  possesses  a beautiful,  vibrant  contralto  voice 
of  rare  quality. 

Added  to  the  artists  was  the  beautiful  orchestral  accompaniment  played  in  an  artistic  man- 
ner by  members  of  the  Dubuque  Civic  Symphony  Orchestra.  Due  to  the  larger  seating  capac- 
ity and  stage  of  the  Senior  High  School  Auditorium,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  concert  there 
instead  of  Peters  Commons.  The  success  of  the  “Rose  Maiden”  assures  worthwhile  musical 
treat  for  Dubuque  in  the  future.  The  Society  hopes  to  study  and  present  the  Eli  jah  next  year. 

Music  lovers  of  Dubuque  hear  the  chorus  in  two  beautiful  numbers  on  University  Night, 
April  26,  assisted  by  four  of  Dubuque's  favorite  artists. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Noel  Logan  for  his  consistent  and  tireless  efforts  in  training  the 
chorus.  His  sincere  personality,  his  excellent  musicianship,  and  his  most  earnest  desire  to  raise 
the  standard  of  music  in  this  community  has  won  him  many  friends.

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The  May  Fete 


The  May  Fete  of  1925  was  undoubtedly  the  biggest  campus  event  of  the 
school  year.  The  largest  crowd  which  ever  witnessed  a University  affair  was 
present  on  the  lawn  at  the  side  of  the  chapel. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  Herald.  Louis  Sampson,  and  the  Town  Crier, 
Joseph  Poncel,  appeared,  announcing  the  arrival  of  the  Queen.  The  festival 
opened  with  the  delivery  of  the  Town  Crier's  brief  review  on  the  history  of 
May  Fetes.  A brief  synopsis  of  our  own  May  Day  celebration  followed.  The 
Town  Crier  and  Herald  headed  the  procession  back  to  the  throne.  The  pro- 
cessional was  the  most  beautiful  spectacle  of  the  Fete.  This  procession  was 
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headed  by  girls  representing  Snowflakes,  Birds,  Flowers,  Sunbeams,  Clouds, 
Winds,  and  tbe  Rainbow,  the  whole  making  a beautiful  flash  of  harmonious 
color. 

The  May  Queen,  Evangeline  Simpson,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  queens 
ever  crowned  at  the  University  was  preceded  by  her  Maid  of  Honor,  Grace 
Malin,  and  by  six  attendants  who  were  members  of  tbe  Senior  Class.  Tbe 
queen  passed  up  the  aisle  formed  by  her  attendants  who  thus  paid  her  homage. 

The  Queen  of  May  has  come  with  her  revellers  to  celebrate  tbe  advent  of 
spring.  When  they  have  all  arrived  at  tbe  scene  of  tbe  festival,  they  find  as 
they  are  about  to  begin  the  ceremonies,  that  winter  and  bis  snowflakes  are  still 
tarrying.  At  the  Queen’s  bidding  the  heralds  summon  the  Spirit  of  Spring  to 
drive  away  the  unwelcome  lingerers.  With  the  aid  of  the  four  winds  the 
Spirit  of  Spring  finally  succeeds.  The  two  warm  winds  remain  and  invite  the 
other  elements  to  join  them  in  their  activities.  First  come  the  clouds  and  rain 
drops,  who  in  turn  are  chased  away  by  tbe  sunbeams.  Then  through  a rift  in 
the  clouds  appears  the  rainbow,  the  promise  of  spring.  The  promise  is  ful- 
filled by  tbe  coming  of  the  birds,  spring  flowers,  and  butterflies.  With  their 
coming  the  nature  folks  awake — the  brownies,  fairies,  tree  dryads — and  dance 
for  sheer  joy  at  the  triumph  of  Spring.  The  sororities,  fraternities,  and  organ- 
izations now  put  on  several  clever  stunts  and  dances.  One  of  the  outstanding 
features  was  the  interpretation  by  dancing  of  several  popular  songs  by  Delta 
Phi  Sigma  sorority.  After  these  dances  the  Town  Crier  announced: 

“Now  that  everything  is  in  readiness  for  the  crowning  of  the  Queen  of  the 
May  who  has  been  chosen  from  tbe  student  body  of  tbe  University  of  Du- 
buque, we  will  proceed  with  the  ceremonies.” 

Miriam  Luke  as  representative  of  tbe  Senior  Class,  presented  the  Queen 
of  the  May  with  the  crown,  which  tbe  Maid  of  Honor  placed  on  tbe  kneeling 
Queen’s  brow.

Tbe  girls  dressed  in  the 
gay  colors  of  spring  gracefully  twined  and  untwined  the  May  Pole  for  the 
Pole  for  tbe  Queen  and  this  concluded  tbe  greatest  May  Fete  ever  presented  at 
the  University  of  Dubuque.

That  success  treads  upon  the  heels  of  consci- 
entious effort  was  evidenced  hy  the  excellent  per- 
formance in  the  McCormick  gymnasium  on  No- 
vember 6,  1925.  The  Vodvil  was  in  charge  of  the 
Y.W.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  the  University. 
A great  deal  of  the  success  of  the  production  was 
due  to  the  general  chairman,  Margaret  Kohlman, 
and  her  committees. 

The  first  number  consisted  of  a group  of 
songs  given  with  ukelele  accompaniments  by  a 
chorus  under  the  direction  of  Doretta  Gerndt.  The 
songs  were  very  cleverly  given  and  were  well  re- 
ceived. This  number  was  followed  by  a solo  dance 
by  Lorraine  Steiner. 

An  intriguing  Spanish  romance,  featuring 
Florence  Peck  and  Louis  Cabrera,  was  then  pre- 
sented.

The  1925-1926  season  in  Debate  was  the  busiest  and  most  extensive  in  the 
history  of  the  University.  It  was  a busy  season  because  of  the  number  of 
questions  studied  and  because  of  the  number  of  students  participating.  The 
size  of  the  squad  this  year  may  be  observed  by  a glance  at  the  picture  opposite. 
Three  different  questions  were  debated,  viz.,  the  substitution  of  intramural  ath- 
letics for  intercollegiate  athletics,  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  child  labor 
amendment,  and  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 

Eighteen  students  participated  in  debate  this  year.  They  represented  all 
four  classes  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  Among  them  were  four  Seniors, 
three  Juniors,  five  Sophomores,  and  six  Freshmen. 

The  athletic  question  was  debated  before  the  high  schools  of  Galena,  111., 
Guttenberg,  Iowa,  and  Anamosa,  Iowa.  In  these  debates  the  University  fur- 
nished speakers  for  both  sides  of  the  question.  Iowa  State  Teachers  College 
and  Luther  College  were  met  in  dual  debates  on  this  same  question.  The 
child  labor  question  was  debated  with  Platteville  Normal  and  Lenox  College, 
besides  five  times  at  the  Pi  Kappa  Delta  Convention.  The  University  sup- 
ported prohibition  in  a single  debate  with  Coe  College  on  the  repeal  of 
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the  Eighteenth  Amendment.  A trip  was  made  by  a single  team  to  Des 
Moines  University  and  Penn  College  to  meet  those  institutions  in  single  de- 
bates on  the  athletic  question. 

At  the  end  of  March  Professor  Welch  and  Harry  Short  and  Wesley 
Roeder  attended  the  national  convention  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  at  Estes  Park. 
Colorado.  The  Dubuque  men  were  not  eliminated  until  after  five  rounds,  when 
Augustana  of  Sioux  Falls  defeated  them. 

Mr.  D.  D.  Welch  deserves  great  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has 
conducted  deflate  during  the  past  few  years.  His  policy  is  not  to  produce  a few 
select  debaters,  but  to  give  as  large  a group  as  possible  an  opportunity  to  gain 
experience  in  public  speaking  and  debating. 

The  Alumni  Oratorical  Contest  was  held  under  the  direction  of  the  public 
speaking  department  also.  At  the  time  this  article  was  written  ten  entries  had 
been  made.  Different  phases  of  War,  Religion,  Government,  and  Education 
were  the  topics  chosen  by  the  speakers. 

Following  is  a list  of  intercollegiate  debates  held  this  \ ear  and  their  results. 

On  the  athletic  question,  audience  decision  debates: 

With  T .S.  T.  C.,  dual  debate — both  Dubuque  teams  won. 

With  Luther  College,  dual — Dubuque  affirmative  won.  negative  tied. 
With  Des  Moines  U.,  single — Dubuque  affirmative  lost. 

With  Penn  College,  single — Dubuque  affirmative  lost. 

On  the  ratification  of  the  proposed  child  labor  amendment : 

With  Platteville  Normal,  dual,  critic  judge  decision — both  Dubuque 
teams  won. 

With  Lenox  College,  dual,  three  judge  decision — Dubuque  affirma- 
time  won,  negative  lost. 

On  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment : 

With  Coe  College,  single,  audience  decision — Dubuque  negative  lost. 

At  the  Pi  Kappa  Delta  convention,  in  March  and  April,  Dubuque  defeated 
Yankton  College,  twice  Missouri  Wesleyan,  and  was  defeated  by  Eureka  Col- 
lege and  Augustana  College  (Sioux  Ealls). 

Altogether  the  University  made  a splendid  record,  and  much  is  to  be  ex- 
pected of  her  next  year,  for  a high  record  will  have  to  be  maintained.

One  member  won  the  prize  for  ambi- 
tion by  studying  Psychology.  An  important  event  of  the  day  was  the  arrival  of  Mrs.  Wett- 
stone,  Marian  Wettstone,  and  Mrs.  Berger  with  a delicious  meal.  Sunday,  the  sun  shining 
once  more,  made  it  possible  to  take  some  pictures  before  returning  to  school.

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The  Lyceum  Course 

The  first  number  of  the  University  Lyceum  Course  was  given  on  October 
1 6,  in  Peters'  Commons.  This  number  was  given  by  Vera  Poppe,  one  of  the 
most  prominent  of  contemporary  cellists.  Her  numbers  were  very  well  chosen 
and  held  the  attention  of  the  audience  through  the  entire  program.  She  played 
with  a sense  of  feeling  that  delighted  all  who  heard  her.  Miss  Poppe  was  as- 
sisted at  the  piano  by  Hubert  Carlin,  who  proved  himself  to  be  a very  able 
accompanist.  Mr.  Carlin  also  gave  several  very  interesting  piano  selections. 

Jan  Chiapusso,  in  presenting  the  second  number  of  the  course,  proved 
himself  to  be  a real  artist.  He  delighted  lovers  of  piano  music  with  his  very 
classical  program  which  he  gave  with  wonderful  technic.  His  numbers  were  all 
artistically  presented,  and  he  was  called  on  for  a number  of  encores. 

John  B.  Patto,  impersonator,  was  greeted  hv  a large  and  appeciative 
audience  on  Dec.  7.  His  characterizations  were  both  serious  and  humorous. 
The  evening  was  much  enjoyed  by  all  those  present. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  numbers  of  the  course  was  given  on  Jan.  7, 
by  Lew  Sarret.  poet  and  lecturer.  Although  a professor  at  Northwestern 
University,  he  spends  a certain  amount  of  time  each  winter  lecturing.  He  is  a 
fascinating  lecturer  on  wilderness  life  and  famous  as  a reader  of  his  own  poems. 
He  presents  his  lectures  dressed  as  a guide  in  the  northern  woods.  Having  spent 
a great  deal  of  time  in  the  great  out-of-doors,  his  lecture  was  full  of  his  experi- 
ences and  impressions  of  wilderness  life.  His  story  ran  swift  and  deep  with  a 
great  deal  of  meaning  for  every  one  present. 

Th  closing  number  of  the  Lyceum  Course  featured  Use  Niemack,  Ameri- 
can violinist.  Miss  Niemack  is  one  of  America’s  rising  violinists  as  was  shown 
long  before  her  program  was  completed.  Having  studied  in  both  Europe  and 
America,  she  has  received  very  favorable  comments  on  both  continents.  She 
interprets  her  selections  in  her  own  independent,  vivacious  style  that  has  a 
subtle  appeal  to  all.  Miss  Niemack  created  a most  favorable  impression,  and 
made  many  friends  by  her  charming  unaffected  manner  and  her  splendid  tech- 
nique. She  was  accompanied  at  the  piano  by  Stella  Steele.  This  was  a most 
excellent  closing  number  for  the  course  and  created  a desire  for  another  Ly- 
ceum Course  at  the  University  next  year. 

Professor  Zuker  and  his  committee  are  to  be  commended  for  arranging 
such  an  interesting  and  well  balanced  series  of  entertainments.
